NORTHERN PAOIFIC, 
OPERATIONS IN WALL STREET. — 

‘New York, Sept. 21.—[Special.]—The at- 
tack upon the ‘Villard stocks has checked 
the bull market. The only question is 
whether Northern Pacific and Oregon Trans- 
continental may not cut loose from the rest 
of tie list. They separated from the list 
last year and advanced when the rest of the 
market declined. It is possible now to put 
up the list regardless of the course taken by 
the VMard stocks. The Northern Pacifics 
may not go down. There is no doubt 
that a bull pool has been formed in 
the stock, and that several large op 
erators are identified with it. It is 
stated that the pool will buy 100,000 shares of 
Northern Pacific preferred and Oregon 
Transcontinental—in fact, that they have al- 


ready bought a considerable block. The 


story that Messrs. Gould and Huntington de- 
sire to obtain control of thé property, and 
evuld get control by the purchase of Trans- 


* continental stock, requiring about $13,000,- 


000, is believed by few, yet it is not impos- 


gible. A theory bas prevailed today that 


there has been very heavy buying of the 
Northern Pacitics under cover of raids in 
other stocks. 

Mr. Slay back bas hammered Northern Pa- 
cific Common. Mr. Nichols sold a large 
amount of preferred. The active traders 
have spent the most of their time in the | 
stock, making turns on eighths, mainly on 
the short side. “Une of the larger traders is 
reported short over 10,000 shares Northern 
Pacitic preferred. 

A large operator said this noon: The 
market looks like going lower, but conditions 
are unsettied. A vigorous rally én the Nortb- 
ern Pacifics or any unexpected turn there 
might send the whole list up several 
points. Personally I had rather be 
short than long; in fact, 1 am 
short of Central Pacific, Northern Pacific, 
and New York Central. Ihear that the plan 
is to get prices off about 4 per cent all round. 
That would be about the natural thing to 
expect after the rise we have had; andi have 
ho doubt that a portion at least of the present 
bear party would be willing mee ir turn 
on drop.“

The best information that can be procured 
om the subject.is to me effect that a great 
deal of corn is yet wnmatured, and in im- 
minent danger from frost. The area of corn 
culture is well known to be determined by 
the thermal lines for the summer season, and

the line on which the summer temperature 
ceases to be high enough to mature the erop. 
| It ts notorious that the last few months have 
deen unusually cool over the greater part of 
the corn area; it has averaged probably ten 
to twelve below .the summer mean. 
Tus inference is. irresistible that it has not 
deen warm enough to mature the crop, ex- 
cept in the most favorable situations; and 
that a frost at or before the autumnal 
equinox must find vast quantities of corn in 
the soft stage where the cells burst by the 
expansion of the contained moisture in the 
| act’ of freezing, leaving the plant dead to al 
intents and purposes. 
Two weeks ago Tun Tame estimated 
roughly that about 1,400,000,000 bushels of 
corn might be regarded as assured on the 
current crop, and that every week that 
destructive frosts should hold off would add 
150,000,000 bushels to that azgregate. There 
ig 20 good reason now to vary that estimate 
beyond the change involved in the remark 
that the frosts which, have occurred since 
then did not visit the whole area of then un- 
matuted corn. It is safe te say that at least 
ane wen's quota has been added during the 
last fortnight, and that not much more of 
really merchantable corn will swell the total 
beyond this date. But thete still retiaiie a 
largequantity of the nnmatured article which 
is available for feeding purposes. Indeed, the 
latter will need to be used up speedily ‘in 
order to prevent it from spolling, and thé re- 
zun mar be a positive pressure of material 
that will take the place of ood corn to a 
considerable extent. We may note also that

THE DEFECTIVE. EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM 
OF ENGLAND. | 
The writer of a series of articles in the 
London. Fortnightly Review on The [Eu- 
giish| Radical Program says that the meas- 
ures to which the party with which he is 
identified will address itself will comprehend 
free land, free church. and free schools. 
These are the three 's of English reform. 
But they cannot be dealt with satisfactorily 
until the machinery of reform, comprising 
manhood suffrage, equal electoral districts, 
and paid members of Parliament, is in good 
working order, In the meantime the subject 
of education calls for immediate attention. 
The Forster act of 1870 was a compromise, 
containing elements of partiality, injustice, 
and inefficiency.” There are signs, we are 
told, that the popular feeling against it is 
acquiring irresistible strength, and that the 
working classes are dissatisfied with a state 
of things under which parents have no al- 
ternative but to beg, borrow, or steal school 
fees or accept the stigma of pauperism.” It 


appears that under the law the artisan 


of Jaborér who eatns three shillings (72 
cents) per week for each member of 
his family is obliged to pay school 
fees. In case he earng less than this, the 
fees are made up by what is called a school 


rate. In carrying out this law, the officers of | 


the School Boards have to resort to inquis- 
iterial processes, which are so offensive and 
so that many persons, rather than 
submit them, pay, even when under the 
statute they age exempt. ü 
Another feature which works great in- 
justice is that which requires the con- 
gent of the ple of a © district to 
the establishment of a boardschool.

It frequently 
happens that either or both are interested in 
some denominational or voluntary school. 
They advise against the establishment of a 
“board” school, and, as the ratepayers are 
not overanxious to be further taxed, they 
coincide with the clergyman and the Squire. 
The principleof the Education act is, that 
the State owes to every child of school 
age a modicum of learning. This principle 
is arbitrarily violated through the objections 
of the supporters of the voluntary and de- 
nominational schools who insist on keeping 
in ignorance those who cannot pay or will 
not be educated in ic way. It is now pro- 
posed to abolish the free system altogether 
and establish fee schools in every district,

One of them was a gravity | 
battery witb a closed circuit, calouiated to work | 
all kinds of telegrapt-lices, fire-alarme inetud- 


ed; and the other was a carbon battery. intend- 
ed for railroad and other signals, annunciators, 
telephones, electric gas-lighting, The at- 
tention of the Western Union officials in New 
York was called to both inventions after they 
had been duly patented, but they treated them 
with apparent indifference. In the meantime 
the inventor formed the acquaintance of u well 
known ex-city official, who in turn consulted a 
prominent lawyer and expert in electrical mat 
ters concerning the inventions. They realized 
at ofice that the discoypry was a valuable one, 
and immediately a small company was orga- 
ized for the manufacture of the batteries. The 


gravity battery was discovered to 80 
superior and econom that it was imme 
diately adopted, to the almost total exclusion of 


others, by the fire departments of Boston, Som- 
erville, Malden, Medford, Lyon, and Providence, 
and itis also undergoing satisfactory experi- 
ments in New York and other cities, Further- 
more, during the same period, it was tested for 
general telegraphic purposes, and fouad to be 
so superior, both in a working and saving seuse, 
that the Western Union 
suddenly began to take not only a iively iuter- 
est in the matter, but undertook to bay out the 
whole company.
